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Standoff On McCarthy 


The six-m em ber senatorial inquiry comm ittee 
that will be appointed to look into the p ast 
behav ior of Sen. Joseph M cCarthy 
has been 
handed the hottest potato in politics. 
T here is no satisfaction for either group of 
extrem ists on the M cCarthy issue in the Sen­ 
ate s disposal of the Flanders proposal for a 
resolution of censure against the Wisconsin sen­ 
ator. 
People who see in Sen. M cCarthy the em- 
bodim ent of ev erything they don’t lik e are not 
going to see his hide nailed on the congressional 
b ar door 
People who see in Sen. M cCarthy the embodi­ 
m ent of ev erything they adm ire are not going 
to see him giv en a v ote of approv al. 
We do not k now' how th 
six-m em ber com- 
iritte e will handle the hot potato and we doubt 
that its m em bers, when they are appointed, will 
k now either. But something had to be done to 
k eep extrem ists on the M cCarthy issue from 
getting into a deadlock of irreconcilability that 
m ight hav e stretched out the dying days of the 
congressional session through the entire month 
of August. 
The Flanders proposal for a resolution of cen­ 
sure cam e from the heart. There can be no 
doubt of the Vermont senator’s sincerity. But it 
did not come from the head, because it was p re­ 
sented in such 
away that it m ade action im ­ 
possible. 
In the first place, it disregarded the role of 
the senatorial com m ittee in steps leading up 
to definitiv e actio n; it had not been handled in 
such a way as to p erm it com m ittee considera­ 
tion. In the second place, it m ade no p resent­ 
m ent of specific charges. As far as the proposed 
resolution was concerned, it amounted to ask ing 
senators to go on record as being for or against 
one of their associates in a p ap ularity contest. 
The inquiry com m ittee will consider specific 
charges. Sen. M cCarthy would hav e p referred 
to be upheld in a v ote on the Flanders p ro­ 
posal, itself. He did not win that point. His 
critics would hav e p referred to see him censured 
cn a basis of his general behav ior; they lost 
that point. 
In the m eantim e, there will be no deadlock 
between irreconcilables — and the American 
people won *hat point. 


Too High To Jump 
The United States com m issioner in Denv er set 
ta il at $100,000 apiece for the quartet of Com­ 
m unists pick ed up out there this week — and 
there will be the custom ary outcry that this is 
too much to ask for any susp ect’s tem p orary 
liberty. 
The fact is, it is *oo little to ask if these 
four are im p ortant m em bers of the Communist' 
conspiracy, because someone might raise the 
$400.000 and hav e them 
turned 
loose. 
That 
would be, in ail probability, the prelude to 
their disap p earance. 
There is some doubt in their case that they 
are worth the forfeit of $ 
100.000 apiece to the 
conspiracy. The going rate of exchange is still 
lik ely to be the $25.000 bail jumped by G erhart 
Eisler in 19 49 . When he subsequently turned up 
in E ast Germ any, there was no room for any 
firthe r doubt that he had jumped his bail 
under p arty orders. 
The Eighth Am endment to the Constitution 
says “excessiv e bail shall not be required.’’ The 
word “ excessiv e” p erm its a wide latitude of 
interp retation. For a full-fledged m em ber of 
the Communist conspiracy pick ed up on activ e 
duty, a million dollars hardly would be exces­ 
siv e. in v iew of the dam age the conspiracy 
hopes to do to the United States and in v iew 
of the probability any reasonable bail bond 
would be forfeited for the sak e of k eeping the 
consp iracy’s most v aluable agents on the job. 


Statewide T roub'eshooting 


The Sheppard case that has stim ulated the 
im agination of

There was created in 19 51 a Bureau of Crim ­ 
inal Identification and Inv estigation. But its 
operation was restricted to the collecting, fil­ 
ing and p reserv ing of crim inal records of felons 
and k nown and habitual crim inals. It is all 
right as far as it goes, but it doesn't 
g o v ery 
far. 


It has failed to satisfy those who believ e 
Ohio should establish an inv estigating authority 
m anned by sk illed crim inologists whose serv ices 
wculd be av ailable to local gov ernm ent on a 
v oluntary basis. This bureau would do for 
local gov ernm ent, in other words, what the 
Clev eland police dep artm ent was called in to 
do belatedly for Bay Village when an under­ 
m anned and inexperienced police force w’as 
unable to cope writh a m ajor inv estigation in a 
case of m urder. 


When the General Assembly conv enes next 
January, it would do well to rev iew the Ohio 
Bureau of Criminal Identification and Inv esti- 
gatioiij with a v iew to expanding iu> functions.
